BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 


January — 1950 


Newark, N. J., January 11th, 1950 


А. regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J. was held on the above date in the 
Commissioners' Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 2:00 P. M. 


Mayor Villani: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call the 
roll. 


Present: Commissioners Carlin, 
Elenstein, Keenan, Moran, Mayor 
Villani. 


Mayor Villani: The Clerk will read 
the minutes of the previous meeting. 


Commissioner Keenan moved that 
the reading of the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting be dispensed with. 


1321 - An Ordinance to amend an 
ordinance entitled “The Fire preven- 
tion code of the City of Newark, New 
Jersey," adopted December 23, 1910, 
as follows: 


Paragraph (E) of Section 439 of 
the ordinance is amended to read as 
follows: 


"Section 439 - Paragraph (E) 

(E) Any building hereafter erected 
or altered, to be oecupied in part as 
a private garage and in part for 
residential purposes, shall be protect- 
ed in the following manner: 


The portion of the building to be 
used as а garage shall be separated 
from the portion of the building used 
as а residence or for dwelling pur- 
poses, by solid fireproof construction 
of which the walls shall be masonry 
at least 8" thick. Ceilings shall be 
protected with reinforced  conerete 
slab at least 4" thick, except that in 
lieu of the reinforced concrete slab, 
in one and two family residence build- 
ings the ceilings may be covered with 
approved fireproof material at least 
1" thick. 


The number of automobiles to be 
housed in any one building shall not 
exceed by more than two the number 
of families housed and in no case 
shall more than four cars be stored 
in any one unenclosed area." 


January 25th was set for further 
hearing and final passage. 


Action on an ordinance fixing the 
salaries of the Mayor and Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark was 
deferred for two weeks. 


1322 - An Ordinance providing for 
the vacation of all that part of Peat 
Street as the same is laid out on the 
map of the Commissioners to lay out 
streets, avenues and squares and 
shown as being 40 feet in width on 
map entitled “Мар of Isaac Winans,” 
extending from the westerly line of 
South 13th Street, westerly to a point 
60 feet east of the easterly line of 
South 14th Street, was passed on third 
and final reading. 


1328 - An Ordinance to amend an 
ordinance creating permanent posi- 
tions in the Newark City Hospital, 
Department of Publie Affairs and 
establishing salaries therefor, adopted 
April 7, 1948 was passed on third and 
final reading. 


1324 - An Ordinance to provide reg- 
ulations governing the use of water 
during periods of drought and threat- 
ened water shortage, and to prevent 
waste of water, and providing pen- 
alties .for violations was passed on 


third and final reading. 


1325-An Ordinance to amend and sup- 

plement an ordinance providing for the 
regulation and control of vehicular 
traffic and the parking of vehicles in 
certain streets of the City of Newark, 
and providing penalties for the viola- 
tion thereof, adopted June 14, 1944, 
and amendments and supplements 
thereto, was passed on third and final 
reading. 


1326 - An Ordinance providing for the 
vacation of all that part of Magnolia 
Street, also known as old Magnolia 
Street, 25 feet, more or less in width, 
extending from the westerly line of 
South 12th Street, westerly 10058 


feet, more or less, to its terminus as 
the same was aequired by the Mayor 
and Common Council of the City of 
Newark, N. J. by deed Liber X44, 
Page 255, dated March 5, 1909, in the 
Office of the Register of Deeds, Es- 
sex County, N. J. The ordinance was 
passed on third and final reading.

of such investigations the services of 
a Central Index will be employed if 
such is available, and that all active 
cases will be subject to reinvestigation 
at regular period of not more than 
thirty days. The municipality further 
declares that it will keep such records 
on such forms as the Commissioner 
of the Department of Economie De- 
velopment shall direct; that the Wel- 
fare Department of the municipality 
will not either directly or indirectly 
exploit recipients of public assistance 
for political purposes; that no em- 
ployee of the Welfare Department 
holds any office in any political party 
and that the municipality will make 
no transfers from its current budget 
appropriation for public assistance to 
any other current budget appropria- 
tion. The municipality further agrees 
to be bound by the policies, rules, reg;- 
ulations and decisions of the Depart- 
ment of Economic Development and 
by the provisions of P. L. 1947, Chap- 
ter 156.

THE CITY CLERK: The next order 
of business is the resolution pertain- 
ing to the approval of the Budget of 
tne City of Newark for 1950. 


COMMISSIONER 'ELLENSTEIN: 
I would like to bring to the attention 
of the Commissioners an explanatory 
statement as to the condition of the 
budget for local purposes. That is, 
inclusive of the amount appropriated 
to the county and for school purposes. 
The total general appropriations are 
$34,616,061.33. The appropriation re- 
serve for uncollected taxes, which is 
computed by the difference between 
tine 90 1/2 percent of the current tax 
collections that we anticipate collect- 
ing, and which is reserved so as to 
maintain this on a cash basis, is $4,- 
708,576.28. 


So that the total for general ap- 
propriations for the local purposes is 
$39,324,637.61. Less the anticipated 
revenues of $9,944,039.74; so that the 
amount for local tax purposes, the net 
amount is $29,380,597.87. 


There has been а total loss of $14,- 
479,100 of ratables in 1950 as com- 
pared with thase of the year 1949. 
This is accounted for by a loss of $11,- 
851,600 as compared to 1949, through 
the operation of the Barton-Reiffin 
Act. 


Invalid assessments are assessments 
upon which the city had not collected 
any moneys over a period of years. 
We find that there are assessments 
in slum areas where they were assess- 
ed for $100 and there was nothirg 
paid on it, and year after year that 
went into the ratables of the county. 
So that the city actually lost a million 
and a quarter dollars in round figures 
over a period of 18 years through 
moneys the taxpayers paid to the 
county. Now under the act, I am per- 
mitted to exempt those $100 assess- 
ments on household furniture, 


The balance of the loss in ratables 
are attributable to the properties 
which have been acquired by 
the Port Authority and the removal 
of invalid assessments, together with 
the reduction in assessments granted 
by the county and the state boards 
of taxation 


The city gained $2,698,636 in rata- 
bles through increased real estate val- 
uations, with a resultant net decrease 
of $11,780,464 as compared to the 1949 
valuations. 


This budget as it exists now is 
pegged at $6.87. There will be a re- 
duction of three more points when the 
county certifies the tax rate, as they 
do — they don’t do that until Мау 
or June. The final 1950 tax rate is 
estimated to be $6.84, an increase of 
eight points over the 1949 rate of 
$6.76. 


The total 1950 departmental appro- 
priations exceed 1949 appropriations 
in the amount of $498,972.20. That is 
departniental. This amount includes 
increments for police and firemen and 
the following increases in mandatory 
and other uncontrollable items: Pas- 
saic Valley Sewer maintenance, $24. 
914.76; Pension costs, $92,016.43; Di- 
rect relief, $200,000. Maintenance of 
housing units acquired by the city 
from the federal government, $88,200, 
which is offset by $125,000 of antici- 
pated revenues through rentals ac- 
quired by these having been turned 
over by the federal government to the 
City of Newark, 


The reserve for uncollected taxes 
for 1950 is based on an anticipated 
tax collection of 90.5 percent as com- 
pared to 91,5 percent for 1949, 


The Water Department surplus of 
$579,904.58 is being used to reduce 
outstanding water bond anticipation 
notes in the amount of $525,000. 


COMMISSIONER KEENAN: Doc, 
don't you think that is an important 
thing in trying to reduce the budget ? 

MAYOR VILLANI: I am in favor 
of borrowing money and paying inter- 
est, and using that half million dollars. 


COMMISSIONER ELLENSTEIN: 
These notes must be paid through buc- 
get appropration or through the is- 
suance of permanent notes, It is deem- 
ed wise to redeem these notes and 
avoid the payment of interest on per- 
manent notes. 


The following is a comparative sum- 
mary of the 1949 and proposed 1950 
budgets — I want to say to the Com- 
missioners, before you discuss this 
question of using any water funds, 
that we are anticipating everything 


that was anticipated, and $90,,00U that 
was anticipated last year, in an elee- 
tion year, in the budget. In other 
words there is only $90,000 less being 
antieipated this year in the budget 
than there was last year when we 
used $2,150,000 as against $1,650,000, 
and utilized the $650,000 out of the 
Water Department. There is only а 
difference of $90,000, and that differ- 
ence was brought about by using the 
$750,000 of the proceeds of the Ray- 
mond-Commerce building. $159,000 
that we used as a result of the settle- 
ment with the Utility Company. And 
the only reason we could use that 
$159,000, because that is capital and 
must be applied to capital. And the 
debt service for that particular pro- 
vision was only $159,000. And we 
could only use $159,000 under the law. 
But with all of the anticipation as 
compared with last year, it is only 
$90,000 less. And certainly there is no 
point in creating any fictitious tax rate 
by piling it on. And it is inconceivable 
that any business operating as the 
Water Department does, with $3,000,- 
000, having the difference between 
$579,000 and $525,000 — that is ap- 
proximately $50,000 - that you should 
not have a surplus in there for any 
contingency that might arise. 


Mayor Villani: I want to say 
that I think the report of Commission- 
er Ellenstein is a splendid one, and І 
am in accord wtih him in not using 
too much of the surplus, And he has 
done a splendid job. However, Y feel 
on this water surplus matter we 
should give the taxpayers a break and 
try to bring the tax rate down as low 
as is possible. I don't see how we сап 
be hurt very much if we use half a 
million dollars of that water surplus. 
And if there is an emergency we could 
issue a bond and take care of it in 
that way I would like to recommend 
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to the Commissioners, and 1 move 
you, that we use that $500,000 towards 
reducing the tax rate. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Mr. 
Mayor, you know as the Mayor you 
don't move matters, 


Mayor Villani relinquished the chair 
to make a motion that $500,000 of the 
water department surplus be applied 
toward a reduction in the tax rate. 
Following a long discussion in which 
various phases of the budget were 
dwelt upon by all commissioners the 
motion was defeated by a vote of 
three to two, with Mayor Villani and 
Commissioner Keenan taking the af- 
firmative side. Commisioner Moran 
changed from the affirmative to the 
negative. During the discussion Com- 
missioner Ellenstein threatened to re- 
linquish the directorship of the De. 
partment of Revenue and Finance 
and to head a movement to change 
the form of government. 


The Commission then approved the 
following resolutions:

Commissioner Ellenstein: In pres- 
enting this resolution, as Director of 
the Department of Revenue and Fi- 
nance, Г want to say that 1 believe 
that progress has been made by the 
Commissioners, and that there was 
considerable cooperation, to a greater 
or a lesser degree. As a result of 
these executive sessions had among 
the Commissioners, we were able to 
bring the budget down, However, it is 
my belief that a great deal more pro- 
gress could be made in that direction. 

We are faced with certain condi- 
tions arising, particularly so as it re- 
lates to the insurance companies, as 
a result of the Barton-Reiffin bill and 
as a result of a recent decision by 
the United States Supreme Court. 


Т have already met with a group 
representing the insurance companies, 
other than life insurance companies 
— and I hope to meet with the repres- 
entatives of the life insurance compan- 
ies too — and it is my hope, and I 
believe, an indieation of at least on 
behalf of the fire insurance companies 
is, that some plan could be worked out 
So as to restore these ratables that 
are now being threatened. 


However, in presenting this resolu- 
tion I want to recommend to the City 
Commission that we put our own 
house in order if we hope to get the 
cooperation of the taxpayers, the 
property owners in this city. We must 


bring the tax rate down. We must 
compete with the surrounding munici- 
palities. Otherwise we are not going 
to attract industry, nor are we going 
to have anyone build multiple units 
which are so necessary. І mean, priv- 
ate enterprise. As I said, we ought 
to put our own house in order, and by 
“we” I mean the governing body. And 
I recommend to the city that either 
a resolution or an ordinance be passed 
committing the  Commissionérs to 
make no appointments by letters, 
whether it be to fill a vacancy or any 
additional employees. That it should 
ali be done by resolution. The reason 
for that is obvious, It will then Те 
scrutinized by the Commissioners and 
we will ascertain whether or not such 
an employee is necessary. 1 think the 
employment could be reduced to a 
great extent by doing it in a painless 
manner. 


Secondly, 1 want to recommend to 
the City Commission that all payrolls, 
and 1 have recommended this in the 
past, emanate from the Department 
of Revenue and Finance, for two rea- 
sons. 1t will serve, economically, for 
the best interests of the taxpayers, 
and secondly it will avoid a grezt 
deal of confusion in the withholding 
tax. We have found out that we are 
violating the law, because today the 
payrol emanates from different de- 
partments. And it becomes necessary 
from a paying point of view and for 
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economy and for the proper operation 
of {һе finances that all payrolls eman- 
ate from the Department of Revenue 
and Firance. 


The third recommendation Т would 
like to make, which 1 made before, is 
that inventories be centralized in the 
Department of Revenue and Finance, 
inventories for automotive equipment 
and all other personal property, tangi- 
bles. So that when the budget is made 
up, instead of lumping it for all other 
expenses it will then be determined 
whether it is to replace a specific au- 
tomobile, so that we could learn the 
age of it, and in that way we could 
determine whether it is necessary to 
have a new automobile, or a new desk, 
or a new typewriter or whatever the 
ease may be. And if that inventory 
were placed in the department of Rev- 
enue and Finance I think it will make 
№ a more sound budget and it will 
undoubtedly prove more economical. 


I urge upon the Commission those 
three recommendations. Апа I present 
here the resolution for the budget. I 
might say in conclusion that I have 
had some letters, as I presume the 
other Commissioners have had, on the 
question of the museum, where they 
claim is made by the trustees of the 
museum, who are representative citi- 
zens and who serve without compensa- 
tion, that there are inequalities among 
the employees in the museum. I find 
that in order to make any changes, 
although it amounts only to ten and 
fourteen thousand dollars, that it can- 
not be done unless there are 75 
ehanges made in the figures in the 
budget submitted. And while I think 
we ought to equalize that, the salaries 
paid in the museum, along with those 
paid in the library, I don't know just 
how it ean be worked out. But I am 
m favor that some means be found 


to correct that inequality in the salar- 
les of employees in the museum. 


Mayor Villani: 1 just want to say 
that I am very gratified at the ap- 
pearance of these citizens who have 
come here and expressed themselves 
for or against the budget. I want to 
particularly pay tribute to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and to the Broad 
Street and Merchants Association, 
outstanding groups in the city, for the 
very fine sentiments expressed here 
tcday. 


We have tried our best to keep 
within the budget of last year. We 
have tried not to go over the budget 
of last year. I think the Commission- 
ers as a whole deserve a great deal of 
credit for the fine cooperation and 
support that they have given to each 
other. I think we have done a very 
good job in this, our first ¡year of 
this administration. 


However, there is much room for 
improvement, there is no question a- 
bout that. And we are going to strive 
towards that end, to carry on our pro- 
gram to bring down the tax rate; and 
as we go along I feel confident we will 
gain that goal I want to say that I 
did not sign for the approval of this 
budget because I still feel that our 
tax rate could have been lower than 
that of last year by using the $500,000 
surplus in the Water Department. 
That is the reason why I did not sign 
it. That of course is my opinion, but 
the majority have voted the other 
way. They have signed the budget, so 
that it is already adopted; but I still 
feel that we could have used that half 
a million dollars so that we could 
bring our tax rate down below that 
of what it was last year. That is why 
I did not sign for ts approval today. 
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Commissioner Carlin: 1 would like 
to answer Director Ellenstein. Director 
Ellenstein mentioned some inequalities 
in the museum. I think we should sug- 
gest to the trustees of the museum 
that they should have made available 
to them the services of Dr. Messick, 
who could make the same kind of 
study as is being made now in the 
five departments of the city govern- 
ment. 


So far as the single payroll in Dir. El- 
lenstein's department is concerned, аз 
you know I notified Commissioner El- 
lenstein six or seven months ago that 
as far as 1 personally was concerned, 
I was willing to go along in having a 
single payroll department. I don't see 
any reason why the city government 
should act differently than private 
business in having a single payroll. 
So I am in favor of that. 


So far as new appointments are 
eoncerned, if you will introduce a 
resolution or an ordinance I will be 
happy to sign it and go along so as 
to make publie any change in per- 
sonnel records of any kind. 


As you know, some time ago I sug- 
gested that all correspondence of the 
five Commissioners, with the Law De- 
partment and with the City Clerk, 
that all correspondence received, that 
the four other Commissioners should 
receive copies of that correspondence 
so that the other four Commissioners 
will be well informed of what is going 
on in the various departments in the 
eity government. 


lam signing this resolution for the 
budget; but I want to say publicly 
that I am far from satisfied insofar 
that the job has been done for the 
curtailment of expenses, the ordinary 
expenses and the extensive expenses 


of the city. But I am satisfied that we 
are taking a step in the right direc- 
tion. 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the Commission, 
ladies and gentlemen. In explaining 
my refusal to sign the budget, 1 wart 
to explain that with the Mayor I 
fought to first reduce this budget 
some 8 or 9 points to bring it gt 
least even with last year's budget, cr 
one point under last year's budget, 
notwithstanding the distorted and ly- 
ing editorial that appeared in tke 
Newark Evening News under date of 
Friday, February 10th, when what I 
said was not alone distorted but will- 
fully lied about. 


I don't defend the $6.84 tax rate; 
I fought for a further reduction to at 
least last year's figures of $6.76, or 
in all probability $6.75. 


Commissioner Moran: Mr. Mayor, 
fellow Commissioners and citizens of 
Newark, I too am very gratified to 
see the interest taken by some of our 
civic groups in discussing the tax rate. 


I am very much more interested in 
the fact that today I heard expres- 
sions from many of the interested 
citizens in terms of many of the 
factors that go into making up a tax 
rate, because Г had been so much con- 
cerned about the considerable ern- 
phasis that has been laid by many of 
the crities of the City Commission in 
terms of city employees. I don't want 
anyone to misunderstand; that I feel 
that at the present time there is not 
a great deal more that can be done 
with respect to the number of city 
employees. But I also would like those 
people who are interested in the tax 
rate to realize there are a number 
of other factors that go into the mak- 
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ing up of the tax rate And if you 
analyze all of those factors you will 
find that the question of employees 
is a very small contributing factor. 


T would like to point out to you that 
we talk in terms of economy. One 
or two nurses less in our City Hos- 
pital may mean the difference of 
whether 10 or 15 patients stay there 
2, 3 or 4 days longer than what they 
would ordinarily have to stay if we 
had the proper services. One less re- 
lief investigator in my relief depart- 
ment may mean a difference as to 
whether 10 or 15 people stay on the 
relief rolls one or two or three months 
longer than they would otherwise stay. 
And I say in those instances reduction 
of employees may be false economy. 


You cannot just lop people off the 
payroll without examining the full 
Structure. The mistake may mean, in 
cutting a physician off our payroll, 
may mean the saving of a child's life 
in our city. And so on down the line. 
And above that there are many other 
factors. When you go into that survey 
you will find there are factors of 
heritage that have existed over a 
period of 8, 10, 15 or 20 years. 


Yes, it is true that there are many 
employees in the services of the City 
of Newark who have exceeded their 
usefulness, who today are too old to 
render а full day's service.

A Special Meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J. was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Confer- 
ence Room, third floor, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11:00 A.M. 


Mayor Villani: The meeting will 
come to order, The Clerk will call the 
roll. 


Present: Commissioners Carlin, El- 
lenstein, Keenan, Mayor Villani. 


Absent: Commissioner Moran. 


The City Clerk read the following 
call for the meeting: 
March 24th, 1950 


Mayor Villani has requested that 1 
call a special meeting and pre-meet- 
ing conference of the Board of Com- 
missioners for 11:00 A.M. Monday, 
March 27th, 1950, for the purpose of 
diseussing legislation to amend the 
Barton-Reiffin Act.

Commissioner Ellenstein: — and to 
take care of the situation that affects 
the city at the present time because 
of the United States Supreme Court 
decision. 


I have a memorandum here that I 
am going to read into the record be- 
cause I think it ought to be recorded, 
and it should come before the Com- 
mission officially, because at the time 
the Barton-Reiffin bil was enacted, 
in 1945, there were some statements 
made by the insurance companies that 
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their surpluses would be increased to 
such an extent that 1t would be re- 
flected differently than what the fig- 
ures appear to be at this time. And 
experience has shown that that was 
not the case, In fact there is approx- 
imately $7,000,000 less in surpluses 
now than there was in 1945, between 
the Prudential and the Mutual insur- 
ance companies, 


There was also, as I recall it, state- 
ments made that we would be compen- 
sated for by the construction of hous- 
ing. 


(At this point Commissioner Carlin 
comes into the room.) 


Particularly so in the slum areas, 
And that did not come to pass because 
apparently there are logical reasons, 
because the cost of labor and ma- 
terial went up so that it was prohibi- 
tive to produce that type of multiple 
dwelling. 


Ав Т read this memorandum I will 
explain the situation as it is. Now, 
we are really working against time 
because if the legislature adjourns we 
lose about three and a half million 
dollars in tax dollars. 


In reading this memorandum I will 
try to make it clearer, because it is 
quite complicated and very difficult to 
understand. You will see as I go along 
that it is quite complicated. 


The recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, which invalid- 
stes the long-established basis for 
taxation of intangible property of fire, 
title and casualty insurance compan- 
ies, wipes out about $8,009,000 of 
Newark ratables and involves a tax 
loss of about $500,000 per year — and 
this is only as to those companıes that 


are not life insurance companies -— 
with further retroactive losses in the 
зате amount for each of the years 
1948 and 1949. Of course there is an 
appeal now pending for 1948 and 1949, 
for these companies. 


The bulk of this loss would be in 
taxes paid by fire insurance compan- 
ies. Since the decision was announced 
T initiated negotiations with represen- 
tatives of the largest fire insurance 
companies involved. 1 did that rather 
than get into a quarrel with them. We 
did it off the record, and 1 might add 
that I met with a group. We had a 
committee there with the fire insur- 
ance companies and we discussed the 
matter. Апа I took the position that 
we should get at least what we were 
obtaining at that time, because they 
are taxed on the basis of capital and 
surplus. And with Charlie Handler 
and Joe Ward and Casale we had a 
long conference on it one afternoon, 
and we arrived at the decision as to 
what we ought to do in that direction. 


As a result of these negotiations 
the city's Law Department has pre- 
pared a bil to overcome the effect 
of the decision and to save the city 
from the large tax loss it faces. That 
bill is already in; it is being taken 
eare of. The bill requires a radical 
departure from the present method of 
taxing the fire insurance companies. 
It provides for a switch from capital 
and surplus as the tax base to a tax 
on the annual premiums collected by 
the companies. And that is the sound- 
est way of doing it. Then they cannot 
maneuver around, 


Commissioner Keenan: Then it is 
on your premiums and not the sur- 
plus? 

That's 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: 
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right. The surplus would make no dif- 
ference. It is just the premiums. In 
the fire insurance bills it is all over 
the country; but in the Prudential and 
in the Mutual it is the New Jersey 
premiums. So when we get to thzt 
we will show you the difference. Th:s 
is only a two-year bill by the way, 
this fire insurance bill. 


Now, we have got to compete with 
other states. It is true that before 
the Barton-Reiffin bill was passed, 
these insurance companies were pay- 
ing larger sums for franchise taxes 
than in our surrounding states, states 
like Massachusetts, Connecticut ага 
New York. And I want to say that I 
have been told that there are 200 in- 
surance companies that were formed 
in the last 15 years and not a single 
one came to New Jersey. You see, 
that is another occasion where we are 
off the beam on these taxes, But how- 
ever, you will see as we go along that 
this is pretty good. 


Mayor Villani: Would you say, Com- 
missioner Ellenstein, that that is be- 
eause of our tax situation? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: It cannot 
be anything other than that. You see, 
if we got five percent or even ten per- 
cent, then you could not attribute it 
to that; but we did not get a single 
company to locate in New Jersey. And 
under this method there would not be 
any opportunity for one municipality 
to pirate out a corporation like they 
did in the past. The measure has been 
introduced in the legislature and there 
is every indication that it will be en- 
acted in time to rescue the city from 
the tax dilemna produced by the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court. Pending a trial application of 
the new tax formula, a study will be 
made to determine whether it is in 
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line with the methods used to tax 
fire insurance companies in other 
states; and the ultimate program to 
be supported by the city will depend 
on the outcome of this study. 


It appears however that the Su- 
preme Court decision has even more 
serious implications to Newark. The 
legal principles on which it rests ap- 
ply with equal force to the law, now 
known as the Barton-Reiffin act, un- 
der which life insurance companies 
are taxed. 


In the opinion of counsel for the 
city and for the two large life insur- 
ance companies in Newark, the Pru- 
dential and the Mutual Benefit, the 
decisior invalidates the present me- 
thod of taxing these companies. This 
involves about $54,000,000 of taxable 
ratables in Newark, a tax loss of $3, 
268,000 for the year 1950, with propor- 
tionate effects in subsequent years. 
Neither of the Newark companies 
sought this result and they were not 
parties to the litigation which pro- 
duced it; but their officials have been 
advised that they cannot, without in- 
eurring risk of liability in actions 
brought by their policy holders, re- 
nounce tax eredits which the compan- 
ies are in a legal position to claim, 


The taxes expected to be received 
in Newark from these life insurance 
companies in 1950 are included in the 
tax levy for the year. If they are not 
received it will result in a deficit of 
over $3,000,000 at the end of the year. 
The cumulative effect of this loss 
would be an increase of more than 
100 points in the 1951 tax rate. 


In addition to that, if that is taken 
out, besides the deficit the percentage 
of collections will be affected, and we 
will not be able to use as a basis the 
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percentage we would have 1f that were 
m there. 


Under the provisions in this act, 
that is to be arranged in such a man- 
ner that this would be considered a 
ratable for 1950, until 1951, when it 
would be considered as miscellaneous 
revenue, That would not prejjudice us 
in tax collections. In other words, let's 
assume that a company that is in 
there pays $3,000,000 in taxes, and 
they did not pay the $8,000,000 in 
1950. Then the next year we will only 
be able to anticipate the percentage 
of the taxes we collected in this year, 
and that $3,000,000 will seriously af- 
fect it. It will amount to almost 50 
points in the tax rate. So that we 
will only be able to anticipate that, 
and that will skyrocket the tax rate. 
So that the act is so written that it 
will only be considered as ratables for 
this year, and then next year it will 
be considered only as miscellaneous 
revenue, and as miscellaneous revenue 
it will not affect the percentage of 
tax collections in 1951, Is that clear? 


Commissioner Keenan: It is clear 
a.l right; but at the outset you said 
taxable on the amount of policies 
written. That sounds risky. Our tax 
levy fluctuates at different times with 
them. Couldn't you get a minumum 
guarantee with them that they will 
be able to go along with us on? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: No. I have 
a base in there that they pay at the 
very outset. They wil pay $200,000. 
as a base. But this does not go into 
effect until 1955 because of the tran- 
silional stage. It requires more time 
to do that. But the amount of money 
that we will receive as compared with 
the Barton-Reiffin bill, we will receive, 
without considering the United States 
Supreme Court, $1,200,000 more than 


ме would have received if the Barton- 
Reiffin act was in existence. And Т 
stressed that fact to them; that they 
give me the very conservative figure. 
In 1955 we would be on a straight one 
and three quarters percent; but they 
will still continue to pay $200,000 as 
a base, As a base franchise tax. But 
for four years, between 1952 to 1954 
inclusive, we will get $300,000 a year. 
And they balked considerably on that, 
and finally we were able to get them 
around. 


Incidentally I might tell you that 
every other state that we were able 
to find, up to this time, assesses on 
that basis, on the basis of premiums. 
And this is going to help in other 
directions; because it will help to 
bring other insurance companies in 
here. There is a provision in here 
that if their total amount reaches 12% 
percent, if they write insurance up to 
12% percent, only the 12% percent 
they are assessed on their premiums. 
But if they write 12% percent. They 
are not near that; they write about 
a million dollars in premium a year 
now. To have that they will have to 
have a very large increase in pre- 
miums in this state. And by a strange 
coincidence, I don't know why, the 
Mutual Benefit writes very little in 
this state, about $5,400,000 — and 
those are accurate figures — the only 
figures that are conjectural is the 
amount of the increase. Now, they are 
only anticipating $100,000 а year more 
for premiums in the Mutual Benefit. 
I am confident that they wiil increase 
their premiums here because of a 
change in policy, They write 2% times 
more in premiums in Kentucky, the 
Mutual Benefit, than they do in their 
home office; and they have a higher 
mortality rate there. And I think, in 
& few years, they will double their 
premiums, 
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The Prudential writes over $80,000,- 
000. This year it is $83,000,000. You 
have to go back a year and about 
three-quarters to determine what 
their premiums are because our tax 
rate is for October 1st. We don't know 
what their premiums are until the fcl- 
lowing October of the taxing year. So 
that it takes а year and a quarter 
before we could learn that. 


It is apparent that the situation 
with which the city is confronted is 
one of a gravely emergent nature, 
and that in order to prevent financial 
chaos in the city new and corrective 
legislative action must be taken at 
once, and before the present session 
of the legislature closes on the April 
date, which is the adjournment goal. 
In this short period it will be impcs- 
sible to make an exhaustive study and 
survey which I believe should be made 
in order to evolve a new method of 
taxation. I want to say at this point 
that we started to make a survey and 
do some research work before the 
United States Supreme Court decision 
came out, I have got the informaticn, 
but it is not complete. You will see 
later that I reserved the right to zo 
back and say here we ought to have 
an adjustment depending on how their 
figures work out and as to what ex- 
tent similar companies are assessed 
in other states in tax dollars, deperd- 
ing on the business they do. 


In this short period it will be im- 
possible to make an exhaustive study 
and survey which I believe should be 
made in order to evolve a new method 
of taxation, one that will be valid un- 
der the principles laid down in the 
United States Supreme Court case, 
and which will insure the city a tax 
yield comparable with that paid by 
life insurance companies under the 
methods used in taxing such compan- 
ies in other jurisdictions,

During the last two weeks 1 have 
had personal conferences in Florida 
with officers of the Prudential and 
Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Com- 
panies, have conferred with them over 
the telephone from Florida, and again 
since my return to Newark last 
Thursday to continue the discussions. 
As in the case of the fire insurance 
companies, the court decision requires 
a radical departure from the present 
method of taxing the surplus of life 
insurance companies and the substitu- 
tion of some other kind of tax. 


I want to explain this to you; you 
know the way they reduce their sur- 
plus. When they bought real estate 
it was deducted from their surplus. 
Now, the Prudential Insurance Com- 
pany kept about even. They increased 
their surplus, but bought about a mil- 
lion dollars in ratables. However, the 
Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Com- 
pany bought larger quantities of real 
estate, which brought their surplus 
down. And this will prevent anything 
like that occuring. 


Commissioner Keenan: Haven't they 
got a lot of moneys out on mortgages, 
too? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, that 
is either surplus or — We are not 
concerned with mortgages. We are 
concerned with the worth of the com- 
pany and how much is in the surplus 
group, Апа every time they bought 
a piece of property 一 I think they 
paid $2,000,000 for Hahnes & Com- 
pany, the Mutual — well, they deduct- 
ed that $2,000,000 from the surplus. 
But now when they buy property they 
wil pay a tax like every other tax- 
payer pays on property. 


It will be recalled that in 1945 New- 
ark life insurance companies elaımed 
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that they were being excessively tax- 
ed here, that the taxes they were pay- 
ing in New Jersey placed them at a 
disadvantage, competitively, with life 
insurance companies from other 
states, and that their New Jersey 
taxes on intangible property were far 
in excess of similar taxes levied in 
any other state in the nation. In that 
year the Barton-Reiffin act was pass- 
ed by the New Jersey legislature. 
This law provides for a graduated 
reduction in the tax base of the life 
insurance companies over a period of 
seven years until in 1952, their taxes, 
on the strength of the figures pro- 
jected in 1945, would be reduced by 
about 50 percent, 


Again, in 1949, a new law was 
adopted designed to give the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance Company the 
right to maintain a contingency re- 
serve, deducted from the company's 
taxable surplus, a practice which had 
Jong been permitted by law in the 
ease of the Prudential Now, in my 
opinion, this was discrimination. The 
Prudential was able to maneuver their 
surplus to reserve; but the law pro- 
hibited the Mutual Benefit from doing 
that because it was written that a 
smaller company could not do that. 
That seemed to me to be unfair; 
whereas this will put them all on an 
equal footing, this new proposal. 


Figures and tables given to me by 
life insurance companies indicate that 
the downward percentage scale effec- 
tive under the Barton-Reiffin act, and 
the reductions in surplus permitted by 
the 1949 statute, will result in a fur- 
ther decline in the amount of taxes 
of the two companies, even below the 
50 percent reduction originally con- 
templated when the 1945 legislation 
was adopted 


Now, Ше recent court decision паз 
undermined the validity of the tax 
laws which permit even this reduced 
schedule of tax return. 


In my negotiations with the life in- 
surance companies Т have stressed 
two considerations: 


1. The necessity for immediate 
legislation to safeguard the city 
against the serious financial loss 
which Newark stands to suffer as the 
result of the decision of the Unised 
States Supreme Court. Toward this 
result the Prudential and Mutual Ben- 
efit have agreed to cooperate. In the 
development of a legislative plan it 
was necessary to use, for comparison 
purposes, approximations as to the 
amounts that would be payable in 
1950 and in the future years under the 
present statute, as well as under the 
proposed substitute tax formula. The 
companies have supplied comprehen- 
sive figures on which 1 have relied, 
and which have been very helpful in 
such analysis as 1 have been able to 
make in the short time 1 have had 
for the purpose. Ї am confident of 
the integrity of these figures, that 
they have been prepared in good faith, 
and that they are as nearly accurate 
as possible. And that is because of 
the talk that 1 had, as explained to 
you before off the record. 


2. Pending further study of the 
proposed basis of taxation from a 
long-range and permanent standpoint, 
the need for some additional payments 
by the companies above the amount 
which the city would have received 
during the next few years under tne 
Barton-Reiffin act. As I have already 
indicated the amount payable under 
that law was to decrease anually un- 
til 1952, and perhaps for some years 
beyond 1952 by reason of reductions 
in the taxable surplus account of the 
companies. 
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Now that the matter of life insır- 
ance taxation in New Jersey is being 
reconsidered I felt that the impact of 
the downward movement should be 
graduated and lessened during those 
years when the maximum reductions 
would take effect. This request was 
resisted by representatives of the 
companies. It is their contention that 
the taxes which were to be paid un- 
der the Barton-Reiffin act are no less 
than they should be called upon to 
pay, and that the fact that the con- 
stitutionality of the act is affected 
by the United States Supreme Court 
decision should not expose them to 
demands for additional taxes above 
the requirements as they were befcre 
the Court decision was made, They 
have, however, agreed to a program 
which, under the estimates which the 
companies have furnished to me, will 
result in a total increase of approx- 
imately $1,275,000 between 1950 and 
1955 — those were the intervening 
years — above the amount that would 
otherwise be paid to the city during 
those years under the Barton-Reiffin 
act. 


The results of these negotiations 
are embodied in a bill which 1 recom- 
mend for introduction in the legisla- 
ture immediately. Under this bill each 
of the two Newark companies will pay 
a franchise tax which will be based, 
in the years 1950-1955, in part on pre- 
miums under policies held by New 
Jersey residents and in part on sur- 
plus, plus a basie anual franchise tax 
of $300,000 in 1951-1954 and $200, 
000 in other years. In 1955 and 
thereafter the companies would 
pay, under the provision of the 
bill a basie franchise tax of $200, 
000 plus a premium tax of 134 per- 
cent, The additional $100,000 to be pa:d 
by each of the two companies in the 
basic franchise tax during the years 
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1951-1954, amounting to а total of 
$800,000, is a concession made by the 
companies at my urging during nego- 
tiations with them. 


On the basis of the facts and fig- 
ures available in the short time allow- 
ed I believe that the terms of the bill 
are the best that can be negotiated 
at this time. However, in supporting 
the measure I do so with the under- 
standing, which I have clearly con- 
veyed to the representatives of both 
of the Newark companies, that I will 
cause to be undertaken at an early 
date a comprehensive study of the 
methods of taxation for life insurance 
companies used in other states, and of 
the amount of taxes realizeable in 
New Jersey if similar methods were 
employed. 


Commisisoner Carlin: Pardon me; 
but wasn't that study made at the 
time the Barton-Reiffin bill was pro- 
posed. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That 1 don't 
know. ! was not in the Commission 
at that time, 


Commissioner Keenan: That is for 
fire insurance companies he is talk- 
ing about. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: No; I am 
talking about life insurance compan- 
ies. Director Carlin asked the question 
as to whether that study was made. 
We have had no study in the tax de- 
partment on it. In the meantime we 
will have the opportunity to test the 
efficacy of the estimates on which 
the bill is based. For the year 1950 
and 1951 the figures are reasonably 
certain, and during this period the 
city will gain about $330,000 above 
the amount of taxes obtainable under 
the present Barton-Reiffin act. How 
valid are the estimates for subsequent 
years only time and experience can 
establısh 
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Well, the Prudential has projected 
$2,400,000 of each year’s increase, and 
their experience in the past is beyond 
that. And the Mutual Benefit, they 
only projected $100,000 increase. They 
have about $5,400,000 in premiums col- 
lected in New Jersey now, so that 
$100,000 is a conservative estimate 
in the case of the Mutual Benefit. 
That indicates that it was all done 
on the basis of conservatism rather 
than exaggeration. 


А trial period under the bill, to- 
gether with the facts to be disclosed 
by the studies to be made, will deter- 
mine what the city’s ultimate position 
with respect to life insurance taxa- 
tion should be. And of course it is 
certain that before the two years we 
will have that study completed so that 
we know just how we are going. 


It is with the foregoing reservations 
that I favor the adoption of the meas- 
ure which has been prepared, 


The proposed measure is of value 
to the city in the following respects: 


1. It provides a more stable tax 
base. Under the Barton-Reiffin act 
life insurance companies were taxed 
on the amount of their surplus and 
this was subject to extensive fluctua- 
tion from year to year, as T explained, 
by acquiring property. They are tak- 
ing surpluses and transferring them 
to contingency reserves, Such fluctua- 
tions are less likely to occur in the 
premium income of the companies 
апа premium should therefore be more 
reliable as the basis for taxation. 


2. Under the Barton-Reiffin Act 
the value of real estate acquired by 
life insurance companies is deducti- 
ble from the surplus which has until 
now been the basis for taxation. The 


Prudential and Mutual Benefit have 
been inereasing the amount of their 
real estate holdings during recent 
years and this has produced a con- 
tinuing decline in the taxable surplus 
of the two companies. Under the new 
law the amount of the real estate 
holdings of the companies will no 
longer be deductible from their tax 
base and will not affect the tax yield. 
Similarly, under the Barton-Reiffin 
act the amounts in the reserve ac- 
counts of the two companies were 
deductible from the taxable surplus. 
The extent of these reserves, within 
certain limitations, is within the con- 
trol of the companies, which have 
been able to decrease their taxable 
surplus, and consequently the amount 
of their taxes, by increasing their re- 
serves. А tax based on premiums will 
eliminate reserves as a factor in de- 
termining the tax yield. In short, pre- 
miums are a better basis for taxation 
than surplus, because they are not 
subject to eredits and deductions, such 
as real estate reserves, within the 
control of the companies. 


3. Until now the companies have 
been taxed at the tax rate of the 
municipalities in which their home 
office is located. An insurance com- 
pany with a large surplus as a rata- 
ble could produce a very low tax rate 
in à small municipality by locating 
there. You see, that way we lost some 
insurance companies, and we lost the 
Standard Oil Company, because there 
was not a uniform tax, and that would 
not serve as an inducement for an 
insurance company to have its princi- 
ple office in another city in the state. 
It would stop that. 


The temptation to achieve tax sav- 
ing by moving the home office from 
one municipality to another disap- 
pears when the local tax rate is re- 
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placed by a uniform premium tax 
which is not affected by the location 
of the home office. 


4. The dill points the way to plac- 
ing New Jersey in a good competitive 
position with other states in the mat- 
ter of taxation of the life insurance 
companies. I understand that in other 
parts of the country the tax on the 
intangible property of life insurance 
companies is not geared to the local 
property tax. This may be one of the 
influences that has kept the many Ме 
insurance companies which have been 
formed in recent years from settling 
in this state. As I have already told 
you, I have been informed by one of 
the officials that 200 new life insur- 
anee companies were formed in the 
last 15 years, and we have not had 
one in the State of New. Jersey. 


5. The proposed bill eliminates the 
city’s immediate predicament result- 
ing from the United States Supreme 
Court decision. The tax income necess- 
ary to finance the 1950 budget, al- 
ready adopted, must be assured. The 
proposed bill will protect the city 
against financial loss and it is a mat- 
ter of great urgency that this be 
done at once. 


6. The bill will provide some addi- 
tional taxes, about $1,250,000 over a 
five-year period, above the estimated 
return under the tax methods hereto- 
for in use, 


Mayor Villani: Director Ellenstein, 
what is your intention here? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, 
Mayor, the Law Department should 
prepare a resolution favoring the bill, 
incorporating in it the bill, 


Mayor Villani: I think the Commis- 
sioner deserves a great deal of credit 
for the fine work and study that he 
fis doing on this, and I think it is 
good to have a man who understands 
the tax situation, such as you do, а 
member of this Commission, After 
all, we should be very grateful for the 
fine work that he is doing. I person- 
ally think you are doing a swell job, 
Commissioner Ellenstein, and if you 
could accomplish this it wil be a 
great deal for the City of Newark. 


Is the bill ready to be presented? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I have the 
Bill ready and I am now trying to ar- 
range for an appointment with Gov. 
Driscoll. I hope to be able to go down 
there today and see him. I have three 
copies of the bill — I have not gone 
over it as yet. There are a couple of 
changes inthere that will be negligible. 
Within two years we will know just 
what it will yield, Since the budget 
has been adopted we anticipate that 
the amount we will be ahead, I think 
the first year, will be some $79,000, 
or about $100,000. And I think we will 
be able to go out with a surplus of 
about $100,000 by reason of this act, 
as contrasted to the anticipated 
amount received under the Barton- 
Reiffin bill. There was three bills to 
be introduced; one as it relates to the 
county; one as it relates to the city 
and one as it relates to any legal 
liability as it may relate to the of- 
ficers. It is a short bill. 


Mr. Handler: The Law Department 
will study it. We are satisfied in 
principle that it is sound. There may 
be things here or there which require 
going over; but it can be done while 
it is in the process of being passed, 
and it will save time.

Commissioner Keenan: How are you 
going to take care of that. How are 
you going to get it introduced?

Mayor Villani: And if there is any- 
thing that I could do with the Gover- 
nor, I wil be glad to cooperate with 
you on it. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Of course 
he knows it is imperative that we 
have to have the bill passed, and if 
the legislature adjourns we will be 
stuck with it.

The City Clerk: Mr. Mayor, before 
we proceed with the meeting Mr. 
Patrick Troy, the gentleman who ran 
for Sheriff on the Democratie ticket 
is here, and he would like to address 
the Board of Commissioners. 


Mr. Troy: Mr. Mayor, Director 
Keenan, Director Ellenstein, Director 
Moran and Director Carlin, I came 
here today for the sole purpose of 
thankirg the entire City Commission 
and the entire citizenry of Newark, 
and for no other purpose in mind at 
all. I am very grateful for the vote 
that came from Newark, I was dis- 
satisfied but not discouraged. 


3066 - An ordinance to order and 
cause the establishment of the grade 
of Harper Street from Goble Street 
easterly 333 feet, more or less, to its 
present terminus.

3447 - The Board of Commission- 
ers approved the appropriation of the 
sum of $159.77, to the persons named 
in certified list containing 1 item, be- 
ing the bills and claims of the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Public Property, 


3448 - A resolution providing for the 
transfer of $5,498.04, in varied 
amounts, within the Department of 
Parks and Public Property, Approved 
with Commissioner Carlin casting a 
negative vote. 


3449-3450 - Resolutions authorizing 
the sale of properties at 2-8 Custer 
Place, being also 238-232 Meeker Ave- 
nue, and 342-352 Chancellor Avenue, 
presently under lease to the New Jer- 
sey Development Co., Inc. Commis- 
sioner Ellenstein said that the De- 
velopment Co., desired to purchase the 
property, to facilitate the erection of 
buildings on the same and to place 
the property back into ratables. They 
were approved unanimously. 


3451 - Authorizes the Director of 
Central Purchase to make purchase 
of chlorine for the Water Department 
and the Bureau of Baths in the open 
market, for a period of three months. 
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Commissioner Ellenstein explained 
that bids on this material were sought 
in November but none were received 
due to the defense emergency. The re- 
solution was adopted unanimously, 


Communication - The City Clerk 
read letters received from the Port of 
New York Authority under dates of 
December 12th and 28th, 1950 stating 
that if the City did not stop dumping 
refuse at the Newark Airport legal 
action would be taken to stop the 
practiee. The dumping area it declared 
was needed for construction of new 
runways. Mayor Villani said he talked 
with the general counsel of the Port 
Authority requesting a delay in any 
action. He said it will cost the City а 
large sum of additional money to 
dump elsewhere. He also asked Cor- 
poration Counsel Handler to study the 
matter. 


Diseussion - Commissioner Keenan 
asked for a reconsideration of ordi- 
nances previously introduced calling 
for salary increases in the Police and 
Fire divisions. During the general dis- 
eussion which followed Commissioner 
Keenan's motion, Commissioners Car- 
lin, Ellenstein and Moran expressed 
opposition to consideration of the or- 
dinances at this time. They stated 
that it had been agreed that before 
salary ordinances were introduced the 
commissioners would consider the 
Messick reorganization survey. Mayor 
Villani also stated he understood the 
Messick report was to be discussed be- 
fore taking up salary ordinances. It 
was then agreed that the Messick re- 
port would be discussed at a confer- 
ence Thursday, January 4th. 


Mayor Villani, on Commissioner 
Carlin's motion, adjourned the meet- 
ing.
